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The popularity of her three earlier books, Deep Summer, The Handsome Road and 
This Side of Glory (later issued as The Loutsiana Trilogy), effers a readymade market for 
her first book in 7 years, which, although only covering about five years, contains a full 
plenty for her readers. Even if Garnet Cameron was only 19 when she met Oliver Hale, she 
knew she wanted no part of the genteel New York life for which she had been groomed, knew, 
also, that Oliver and the California he loved were what she did want. Oliver, Boston born, 
now @ prairie trader, won her family, and took Garnet with him when he returned, showed 
her the sights of New Orleans, stood by her when she befriended the variety hall star they 
knew as Florinda Groves. Meeting again in Santa Fe, Florinda joined their mule train, 
through the desert, over mountains, fighting Indians, to reach California at last. Garnet 
learned the deep hatred Charles Hale bore her as Oliver's wife, recognized Oliver's weak- 
ness, and, with Florinda and John's help, was able to defy Charles when Oliver's son was 
born after his father's death. Working in a tap room to support herself, learning to love 
John but refusing to accept him because he would not admit love was a necessary part of 
marriage, Garnet is driven to kill Charles and almost marry Captain Brown who protected 
her when she was under suspicion. But John admits his love - and all is ready for settling 
down - when news of the gold rush promises even greater excitement. A quality of buoyancy 
keeps this from standardization; Garnet's lively curiosity and untrained intelligence, 
Flcrinda's dramatic past, and the every day living in what is now history ~ all have strong, 
popular appeal, which, aided by its being the Literary Guild selection for March, should 
assure it of good sales, in not only a feminine but also a family market.

His wife, 
Laura, is a source of comfort and inspiration while she dreams of a white picket fence 
around her house. Some of the missionaries, like Bingham, are fanatics; others like Gerrit 
are interested simply in humanity. All are apt to be wondrously and morally white, making 
this somewhat toneless and often dull.

En route to Tourmany, Oblast 6, the 
gold mines on a remote frontier, the miseries center around a musician, a doctor, a priest, 
a ballet dancer, and other assorted exiles, and as a counterbalance uses solicitious Kudri- 
avtsev, the officer in charge, who is only following out orders. That there are deaths, 
tortures, love affairs, storms, sufferings and mental anguish, is implicit, but the ac- 
cent on the illumination of human relationships, philosophy, and even political dialectic 
makes this of superior intellectual interest.

There's nothing really imitative here, and yet inevitably there will be compari- 
sons drawn with For Whom the Bells Toll and Aldridge's Sea Eagle - comparisons more of 
mood and tempo, than of actual content and symbolism. The time- the present; the setting- 
an unidentifiable island in the Mediterranean, just off the mainland, dominated by alien 
authority, and important only as a symbol of the gap between the haves and the have-nots. 
To the have-nots, the dispossessed natives, Daniele Maroc's stealthy return from bondage 
is a call to revolution, to the coming of the time when they shall rise against their over- 
lords, and take over that lotus land end of their island where expatriate Europeans disport 
themselves. The story is told in sharply etched episodes, the focus shifting from the 
mounting tensions of the revolutionaries to theindolence and apathy of the secure in author- 
ity, the playground inhabitants. There is unrest, insecurity, an indeterminate quality in 
the very approach to concrete plans for an uprising, and then incidents precipitate re- 
bellion, and it comes to a head - and dissipates into failure. But against this sharp rise 
and more abrupt fall - minor incidents are highlighted:- a pianist at the frustrated end 
of a career seeks to recover his emotional security in a love affair; a pair of gigolos 
ply their trade; a disillusioned and bored English beauty finds momentary excitement in 
first shielding Daniele from the authorities- then snatching at brief passion; an American 
journalist drowns his inadequacies in drink- and misses his one chance; an obese police 
offical momentarily uses the brains he was given to out-think and out-plot the plotters. 
And at the end, when the doctor who was really the spearhead, and Daniele who was the 
catalytic agent, both meet their end, it is the false patriot, Alberto, who becomes a hero- 
and the priest, Father Aldo, who finds a certain kind of identity with the man whose mo- 
tives he probes even at the point of death. There's some brilliant writing here, but an 
odd obliqueness of approach creates an illusion of arrested motion that robs the story of 
the pace, the development it suggests. Interesting introduction of a new writer.

Quaker, playboy and finding glory miserable, and Warren Spangler, reporter, honestly try- 
ing to find the answers. Their paths together, begun in college, cross over Susan, whom 
Caleb seduces and Warren eventually marries, and in Cuba, where Caleb as one of the Rough 
Riders sinks his patrician ways in trying to keep alive, where Warren watches the vainglory 
of Roosevelt, Richard Harding Davis - and the sustained integrity of Stephen Crane. Return- 
ed home, they await the fate of 1899. Filled with companionable humor, with the donny- 
brook fair that was the war in Cuba, alert to the military horrors and inefficiency, this 
has more pace, vitality than the earlier book, a gallery of lustier characters.

A thirty year span which takes Jane, anxious to be about the business of real liv- 
ing, through her marriage to Mark, who doesn't love her, on to her success in bringing 
tourist trade to her town. For Jane, telling the story in the first person,makes no bones 
about her passion for Mark, her ambition to dig herself out of the genteel poverty she has 
known, and her adoration of the land. Unable to change Mark's lack of drive, Jane takes 
over but meets no luck until she steals from a dead woman, and, with her backlog, begins 
her upward climb. Her suspicions, her nagging, drive Mark away - to the war in China -, 
she turns her next husband into a Southern beau when she accomplishes her plan to make the 
town part of a tourist pilgrimage - and has her whole world crash when she learns the iden- 
tity of the woman Mark really loved. Encircled with family, and the pecularities of the 
older generation, the story provides a shifting picture, through the '20's, ‘30's, and 
‘40's, of Mississippi life, offers a self-revealed main character, many interesting less- 
er - for the female audience that absorbs this type of “confessional” writing.

THE SIEGE OF INNOCENCE $3.00 


With a dull but insistent attempt at sophistication, this is played out in the 
titled, moneyed milieu of Paris and Venice, presents what can only be a rather unattractive 
theme- the pursuit of a male virgin. Bruce Andrews, an underdone twenty-one, goes to Paris 
to become an artist, and there is an immediate candidate for Eleanor Chapin, aging but still 
avid; Lily, a whore; and lastly Felicity, of equal experience who “tried to populate the 
empty edifice of her heart” with many men who fails to seduce Bruce, and is eventually 
found murdered.

The saga of the Dabneys is continued here in a story in which Mingo, younger son, 
follows his heart and pursues the lovely Cuban revolutionary leader, Rafaela, la Entorcha, 
to Mobile, and from there- in a leaky tub, to Cuba and guerrilla war. Lebanon Valley is 
finished; that aspect of the Dabney story closed with Jomorrow We Reap. A new world beck- 
ons; & new- and seemingly as hopeless a battle for freedom, for democracy challenges. But 
Mingo is in love. He refused to acknowledge the hopelessness of his love, for Rafaela was 
@ dedicated soul, a symbol, cherished, beloved by the insurrectionist leader, Maceo; 
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guarded by fellow plotter in exile, Jose Marti. Again and again, Mingo found himself carr- 
ied away by her fire, when she addressed gatherings of her fellow countrymen, raising money 
and stirring men to join the civil war. But always he held to the hope, and when she and 
Marti were spirited away to Cuba, he followed in the battered vessel chartered by the back- 
ers, captained by Joseph C. Fry. When the ship was seized - the crew tried as pirates- by 
the Spaniards, Mingo alone escaped with his life, as a paying passenger, seeking & woman. 
Then only did the cause win him; revenge for the Virginius; and his fellows. And he threw 
everything into the fight. It was a pocket-sized revolution, perhaps, but the year was 
1895, and the way was paved for a bigger war- and victory. At the story's end, Maceo has 
died, and Marti; Rafaela has acknowledged herself more woman than disembodied spirit; Mingo 
has thrown in his lot with Cuba.... This is perhaps more a man's book than a woman's. There 
is more of fighting - and less of romance. It seemed to me a more superficial book, cut- 
ting less into emotional values, less convincing than its predecessors. Possibly the re- 
moteness of the setting, while adding glamor of 4 sort, conditioned the reader's response. 
The publishers are backing it with a substantial ($13,000 and up) advertising appropriation, 
and the public that knows the Dabney story will provide a large initial market.

THE SERPENT'S EGG $3.00 

A direct and intelligent, sometimes bitter, sometimes tender kaleidoscoping of 
the pressure of big business as it extends downward to little lives, and the reprisals of 
labor as it uses any pretext for a show of strength. The arbitration of a bus strike, 
based on @ driver's overtime when stalled in a station, brings into play the various forces 
and people involved. There was Brad Johnsen, union oganizer, who was headed for security 
if he could win the strike; Sue, his wife, a party member, whose affiliation jeopardized 
her husband; Piper, a college Professor, who knew that the college and his job were sensi- 
tive to company money and good will; and particularly Kensington, arbitrating on the panel 
with Piper, who had a big job in Washington ahead of him. In love with Ann, who worked 
for one of the labor representatives, Kensington's weekend away with her is discovered and 
makes him susceptible to company coercion, and Kensington is given the choice of ruining 
Ann- and her husband just back from the Pacific, or throwing the decision in favor of the 
company. Cornered but not bested, Kensington takes an out which hurts only himself and 
his future... An intellectually and emotionally honest and holding handling of some pre- 
carious points of personal conduct.

The author of Clementine (1946), that winning brat, tells this time of the false 
standards and values in the sorority system as Liz, already conditioned by complacertly 
smug mid-western Paris, follows in her Mother's footsteps at Midwestern University and is 
bid by the Queens.

This tells of Douglas Lockwood, a refu- 
gee from a bad marriage and a dull career, who takes a job as a teacher in a progressive 
school in Jamaica. There he comes up against the muddled, evasive administration of Mr. 
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Pawley, its headmaster, who passes off all awkward situations on his staff; against Mrs. 
Pawley, distressingly homely and hopefully amorous; and Silvia, their most difficult pupil, 
whose open hostility is eventually transferred into love for Douglas. There is also Judy, 
the stewardess Douglas rescues from a plane crash, young, gay, unstable, with whom Douglas 
falls in love and who believes herself through with the seedy, tubercular Hungarian with 
whom she has been having an affair. The loss of Judy throws Douglas back at Mrs. Pawley, 
and this in turn leads more hopelessly to tragedy as Silvia, exposed to an adult situation 
she tries to ape, suicides... The miscarriage here of romantic, idealistic impulses make 
this a very holding, saddening story- softened by the appealing likeability of Douglas and 
his girl.

Designed for rentals, this story of the rise and fall of a Hollywood star. And 
yet, somehow, the matter-of-fact, slow motion style robs even the melodramatic aspects of 
the story of the values that readers might expect. At the start, Graziella Serrano, ten 
year old Mexican child, with a passion for dancing, is demanding a chance for a stage ca- 
reer- @ chance that comes to her when the family moves to New Orleans, and at fourteen, she 
gets a job at a night club, without benefit of parental permission. Strip tease dancing 
and its concomitants in sexual experience ends abruptly when her brother discovers what 

she is doing, but an older man, Jason Carter, who has fallen in love with her, marries her 
and they have five years of relative content (glibly bypassed by the author) before Holly- 
wood claims her and she asks for divorce. A brief and unsatisfactory affair with her lead- 
ing man culminates in her discovery that his interests lie with his own sex. Success on 
the screen comes too easily - and satisfies her for a time. Then, in Paris, toast of the 
screen-mad world, she meets a Crown Prince of a Balkan kingdom, has a brief interlude with 
him on the Riviera, and - her career smashed by scandal- loses him to his kingdom- and a 
world on the brink of war. The story ends with "Grace Carter" a sodden drinker, taking

This has the makings of a significant book, but its values are smothered in slow- 
motion trivialities, repetitive expression, and an awkward style.

Lord Essex, England's leading diplomat without portfo- | 
lio, is sent on a special mission to Moscow to tackle the explosive issue of the Iranian 
problem, specifically the Azerbaijan revolution for which the Soviet was blamed. Assigned 
as his aide is a-taciturn young Scot, a scientist who has spent most of his life, up to the | 
war, in Iran, Ivre MacGregor. MacGregor disagrees violently with the mission, the peri- 
pheral purposes (to help Britain mend her Imperial fences), the inaccurate information sup- 
plied; and at intervals his lack of training as a diplomat and‘his prickly personality com- 
bine to produce eruptions of various kinds. He gets off on the wrong foot in Moscow at the 
Embassy- but manages to persuade the Russians of the advisability of an investigatory visit 
to Iran. In Teheran he antagonizes the powers-that-be - he sees through the artificialties | 
of the itinerary - he balks at some of the things he, as a scientist observer, is supposed | 
to investigate. This section of the story develops pace and excitement, as the side ex- 
@rsion into the land of the Kurds results in an abortive intervention where 4@ local gover- 

¢ nor is besieged, a kidnapping, and so on. But with the return to England, Essex and Mac- 
Gregor come into headlong collision, and when MacGregor's too honest report is pigeonholed 
and Essex' doctored evasions used to implement the British demands, MacGregor goes to the 
press, crucifies his own future, and saves his honor. (And incidentally wins the girl,who 
has been a catalytic agent throughout.) There's originality here and an underlying irony 
in the implications of the title, the portrait of modern diplomacy in action. A few of the 
characters emerge as life size. But the basic values of the story are muted. The publish- 
ers are pushing it as a big book - so watch it.

ITALY FROM NAPOLEON TO MUSSOLINI $4.25 


By an Assistant Professor of History at Barnard, and the author of Italy at the 

Parts Peace Conference, this is a deeply sourced but at no time didactic historical study 
of modern Italy. And the history of the country is traced through the political, economic 
and social influences, at home and abroad. For Fascism-Nazism were symptoms of a malady 
that cut across national boundaries and “the social maladjustments of which the Axis phe- 
nomenon was & manifestation were not cured by the war”. This shows the development of 
Italy since the 19th century, leading to the climax of Fascism, how and why it happened, 
not inevitably but logically, naturally. Italy's new status as a national state in 1815 
and her unification as Mazzini contributed the messianic idea, Cavour the practical real- 
ity; the half century which followed which brought some progress but in which a general 
backwardness still prevailed; World War I and the mutilated peace; the breakdown of the 
parliamentary system, the political vacuum which led to Mussolini- “opportunism and oppor- 

é tunity”; World War II, and again today disorganization and confusion as Italy is one of the 
“major testing grounds of the competing ideologies of our time”. For the student or ser- 
ious reader in contemporary history, this is of interest and importance.

Gide, Andre Farrer, Straus 
CORYDON $2.75 — 


The famous dialogues, in which Gide defends homosexuality to the point of making 
it a civic virtue, now appearing in English for the first time. The original 1911 edition 
was limited to about twenty copies; some 25 years later an open edition reached 35,000. 
Today, the sly, ambiguous, fallacious handling of the subject seems to the modern reader 
out of date. Innumerable sounder treatments, from Proust to Kinsey, have let light and 
air in on this not too agreeable topic. The literary taboo is off; the contents of this 
book can no longer astcund the general reading public. As for the argument itself, it is 
ably dissected in this edition by an eminent biologist from Yale in an appendix to the 
text. The dialogues are cast in the Socratic form, and despite a somewhat slipshod trans- 
lation, the writer's wit, obliquity, and lack of candor come through. A literary oddity 
for a predictable minority, for doctors, biologists, psychologists; forbidden fruit for 
the prurient, and adolescent. And for most of the reading public, a tedious bore.

An impressively researched and documented study which is the first book to inte- 
grate one industry with unionism, this is a then and now portrait which relates the meat 
business to food policy in general and emphasizes the dominating factors of profits and 
monopoly. From the history of meat- ancient and modern, the origins and rise of meat- 
packing to big business status and its concentration in the hands of the Big Five. (Armour, 
Swift, Wilson, Cudahy and Morris), this parallels the part played by the public in its de- 
mands for consumer protection, by labor whose grievances were genuine- the low pay, the 
vulnerability to seasonal lay-offs and occupational hazards. Here also is a picture of 
livestock breding and the abuse of the range lands; retailing; the many technological ad- 
vances in the business; the statistics of production and sonsumption. But particularly 
the analysis stresses the monopoly in this industry where even with the rise of independent 
packers the control is still in the hands of four firms, their bitter anti-unionism which 
has opposed all labor legislation, and the remedial measures which should be taken for na- 
tional and international welfare. Beyond the average reader, this is for study, reference.

THE NINE LIVES OF EUROPE $3.50 


An aware, outspoken and primarily cheerless portrait of western Europe today 
which surveys, from country to country, not only the political position, physical condi- 
tion of each, but also their cultural and spiritual climate. For where there is in most 
cases economic recovery, there is a concomitant “spiritual prostration”. Europe is work- 
ing again, hard and well, but all her peoples show a frightening confusion. From France, 
where intellectual treason and moral bankruptcy prevail, to Italy where anticlericalism 
sweeps the country, Lania goes on through Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hungary and Yugoslavia, 
and their varying degrees of Soviet influence and protest; Germany, whose people are nei-

When Agar writes of American democracy, he writes against the background of his - 
memorable list of publications which include Land of the Free, People's Choice, Time for 
Greatness, three books vital to our understanding. Now comes The Price of Union, an assess- 
ment of the formulation of the pattern of the U.S.A. from the angle of the costs we face 
for our brand of democracy, for its survival in our party system as a unifying influence. 
While “the price of union” is high - it is a small price against the price of disunion. 

He traces the failures of efforts to stem the tide of what really amounts to Calhoun's 
principle of concurrent majorities,- failures of states rights, of congressional govern- 
ment, of senatorial oligarchy, etc. Except for the Civil War, our system produced con- 
solidation in times of crisis; decentralization, with acceptance of delays, evasions and 
compromises, in quiet times. In the course of a long and tightly reasoned book, he anal- 
yses each presidential term, the incumbent and his contribution or failure, other dominant 
personalities in the American scene, successive influences and forces as the constitution 
developed its techniques, as the cabinet system, the committee system, the party system, 
were added; as territorial expansion, industrial revolution, foreign and domestic policy, 
wars, boundary disputes, panics, labor unions, immigration, urbanization - and all the con- 
comitants - played their part. Here are 160 years of American history (in detail up to 
1909- in brief survey of main currents thereafter), tracing the growth of a unique politi- 
cal system.

Personally grounded in his own Baptist boyhood, and with an affection for “that 
old-time religion"- traditional Protestant Christianity and the combination of faith and 
freedom it represents,- this -is a portrayal of the many variations and extremes in which 
it has found expression. This is a view of Protestantism, “crossing the lines of churches, 
underlying the seekings of intellectuals and the subtleties of theologians”. From the larg-

A Pulitzer prize winner turns ‘traveler and reporter- his attention focussed on 
the Dark Continent, his purported intent an objective record of Africa’s native population 
from South Africa through Bechuanaland to the Congo. The chapter on the gold mines of the 
Durban Deep as it appeared in /Harper’s and in the Reader’s Digest -has stimulated more in- 
terest than the complete picture would seem to warrant. Under the guise of the unrestrict- 
ed traveler the disparity of weight assigned to different sections of the book is of course 
permissible. However, since a sociological comparison is implied between the sections vi- 
sited, the extremely critical treatment given the Union of South Africa, where his sojurn 
was briefest, and the approval given the Belgian administration of the Congo (which com- 
prises some two thirds of the book) seems unjustified. In question, too, is the dual ap- 
proach; is his intent a birdseye view of countries visited, a selective use of historical 
background material, description of native customs - or is it a serious effort to assess 
the social issues? He never quite achieves what might have been a reasoned merger. His 
sincerity is unquestioned - but he falls short of filling the role either of a travel guide 
or a social investigator. His style is easy, chatty, informal, but he lacks the ability to 
create a sense of participation, of adventure.

AN ESSAY FOR OUR TIMES $2.75 
From the standpoint of those that matured in the °30°s, this is a reflective in- 
terpretative essay which attempts to situate the despair and resignation which tempers our 
4ook in our cultural and historical heritage. From Henry Adams, who in the 1890's was lost 
in the new world which faced him, to Freud and the mental revolution which took plase, we 
have been brought to the conclusion that “the time is not only out of joint, it is indeed 
diseased”. And in the novels of Proust, Joyce, Mann, Kafka, there is the dissatisfaction 
and despair of the intellectual of this age. From there, Hughes surveys the political 
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world, the transmutation of Marxism to Russia, and in the West which also featured a pre- 
vailing irrationality, the loss of freedom and the use of terror. And in America, still 
the home of true conservatism, there is the abandonment of isolationism for intervention- 
an intervention bordering on imperialism but one which recognizes the need for American 
hegemony. Using comparative perspectives taken from Toynbee and Spengler, this is a quite 
brilliant, stimulating evaluation- not too easily accessible to the average reader.

The director of the East Asian Institute, Columbia University, here provides an 
encyclopedic study of the impact of western culture on Asiatic peoples, Japan in particu- 
lar. From the days of the Jesuits to the coming of Russian, English, Americans, he carries 
his examination to 1894 and covers exhaustively not only the political, literary, military, 
scientific, legal, educational and religious influences but also minutely details the shape 
and character of traditional Japanese institutions. He shows too how Japanese society de- 
cayed, was renewed without changing essence, how feudalism was destroyed, how events led to 
its entry into international society in 1854, and how, through it all, the fusion of two 
cultures was backgrounded by clash and conflict. A history that well might be definitive 
in its monumental examination of the interaction of differing cultures.

SOUTHERN LEGACY $3.00 


This is a book that needed to be written- and ought to be read by Northerners and 
Southerners alike. For here, in terms that even the most prejudiced should acknowledge as 
objective and fair, the Southern case is presented, judiciously, critically, but sympath- 
etically- by a Southerner devoted to his own corner of the world. Mr. Carter is a journal- 
ist, a novelist. He proffers a cogent plea for the authentic characteristics of the South, 
and at the same time explains these characteristics as part of a surviving frontier picture, 
an individualistic agricultural society. He strips some of the glamour of dependence from 
what he calls that “tough and resourceful breed", the women of the South.

Sansom, G.B. Knopf 
THE WESTERN WORLD AND JAPAN $7.50 


The director of the East Asian Institute, Columbia University, here provides an 
encyclopedic study of the impact of western culture on Asiatic peoples, Japan in particu- 
lar. From the days of the Jesuits to the coming of Russian, English, Americans, he carries 
his examination to 1894 and covers exhaustively not only the political, literary, military, 
scientific, legal, educational and religious influences but also minutely details the shape 
and character of traditional Japanese institutions. He shows too how Japanese society de- 
cayed, was renewed without changing essence, how feudalism was destroyed, how events led to 
its entry into international society in 1854, and how, through it all, the fusion of two 
cultures was backgrounded by clash and conflict. A history that well might be definitive 
in its monumental examination of the interaction of differing cultures. 


Carter, Hodding Louisiana State Univ. Press 
SOUTHERN LEGACY $3.00 


This is a book that needed to be written- and ought to be read by Northerners and 
Southerners alike. For here, in terms that even the most prejudiced should acknowledge as 
objective and fair, the Southern case is presented, judiciously, critically, but sympath- 
etically- by a Southerner devoted to his own corner of the world. Mr. Carter is a journal- 
ist, a novelist.

THE RAMPARTS WE GUARD > } 4 $3.50 


In view of our negligence of our great heritage, democracy, which cannot be guard- 
ed by military means but only by “the intelligent perception" of the people, this is a defi- 
nition and clarification of democracy. By way of definition, MacIver shows democracy as a 
particular kind of political system, not a creed- although one is involved. And by way of 
clarification, he shows the confusion of democracy and equality, of liberty with “an in- 
dividualistic free for all", of what is meant by the rule of the people, and the many mis- 
conceptions we hold as we refer to political democracy- economic democracy or social de- 
mocracy. He also points up imperiling influence, discrimination, group anarohy, enemy from 
within, Soviet propaganda from without. The answer to these dangers lies in the faith 
democracy provides, a faith which must be positive, vital, dynamic... A clear interpreta- 
tion of the origins and intentions of a governmental concept which has been diffused and 
overextended. 


Shaw, Archer H.- £d. Macmillan 
THE LINCOLN ENCYCLOPEDIA $6.50 


Lincoln is probably the most quoted statesman-politician of the American scene; 
the editor of this “encyclopedia” of his writings andsayings calls him “the most quotable 
notable in history”. His expressions - in speech and writing - have here been extracted, 
systematically arranged and presented in diotionary (that is alphabetical) form for ready 
reference. The number of Lincoln authorities, the dispersal of sources, have made this a 
stupendous task. Those who use this reference tool will have to study subject headings, 
organization of material, etc. but- so says the introduction- “his system works®. It 
should prove invaluable for documentarian, speaker, scholar. It gives the general reader 
& new concept of the whole man. Cross references aid in locating desired quotations, while 
the chronological arrangement within bracketed material, makes historical value greater.

Clay, Gen. Lucius D. Doubleday 
DECISION IN GERMANY Pre-Publ.$4.00-Post-$4.50 


This is an important book for the record; often a dull book for the average read- 
er. One has to go through a tremendous amount of competent recording of conferences- the 
give and take, the progress, the blocking, and so on, for the sections between dealing with 
the first hand recounting of what happened- and how. From the reading however certain 
important and positive evidence emerges, One realizes that our years of military govern- 
ment in Germany- under Clay’s four years’ administration- were not years of improvisation 
and expediency, but that the flexibility of the American system, inherently, is applied to 
this area of administration, as decisions, based on international conference, adjusted to 
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meet ciroumstances unforeseen, but were not abandoned. The problems were terrific:- prob- 
lems of organization, of relation between military government and occupation forces, of 
redeployment, of fraternization and morale, of black market operation and manipulation of 
currency. Clay defends the general standards, claiming that minority behavior discredited 
majority behavior. He discusses at various points the problems too of deNazification, de- 
industrialization, reparations, the formation of 4 new German political structure, of new 
political parties. And over and above and through it all, was the all-penetrating prob- 
lem of Russian intransigeance- outward friendliness, inward tensions. After the Moscow 
Conference, pretense was at an end; the principle of bizonal administration was accepted, 
and steps taken to a new Constitution for Western Germany. Clay traces the steps from 
chaos to a measure of order, with 1948 a turning point to constructive growth, German re- 
sponsibility beginning to put down roots of democratic development. E.R.P. and the Mar- 
shall Plan saved Western Europe, but Clay honestly expresses his misgivings on some as- 
pects of operation, on the danger that planning will stifle enterprise. One of the most 
illuminating sections of the book deals with the administrative problems in the U.S. zone- 
the care of 150,000 Americans living in a disrupted economy, the D.P. problem, the restora- 
tion of law and order, the trials. He specifically details his reasons for his decision 
in the disputed Ilse Koch case. He tells of the progress of deNazification, of food and 
health programs (and pays tribute to the proportion carried by the German state govern- 
ments and private welfare organizations). He analyzes some of the program of psychologi- 
cal warfare - of restoration - of security. The blockade is given less emphasis than our 
press gave it- but it has its place in the achievements over odds of the Clay regime. He 
ends by expressing confidence in the steps taken to restore a functioning Germany as part 
of the European family of nations.

Woodcock, George Macmillan 
THE PARADOX OF OSCAR WILDE $3.50 


This purports to be not a biography but a serious study of Wilde’s works based 
on the theory of his split personality - that split out of which came the wit, the paradox, 
the fantasy, the occasional deep tenderness of one of England’s most scintillating second 
line writers. Lack of deeply rooted literary background and sound critical understanding 
seem evident in what is, bluntly speaking, dull reading about a “pagan and Christian” - 

"a playboy and prophet”. Every facet of Wilde's life was extravagant. His works cannot 
be measured by heavy-hand:d analysis. This book fails to add anything new to Wilde criti-

For the average amateur, the emphasis may occasion- 
ally seem disproportionate and Feininger unknowingly assumes too great an interest in cer- 
tain phases of photography (his stress on perspective, for example, which may be due to his 
training as an architect). The book is however the most handsome introduction to photo- 
graphy in published form, in its format, binding and more than 300 photographs 4s well as 
drawings and diagrams.
